There are some people 
that use! water for the Lord’s 
supper instead of grap¢ j\ce. 
The foundation for their ddg- 
trine is very flimsy. 

The sixth chapter of Num. 
has nothing todo with the 
Lord’s supper. It gives the 
law of the Nazarite in his 
Separation. This tells what 
they should{do and what 
they should'‘not do. If we hold 
ourselves under that law, o1 
in the sixth of Num., we will 
have to let the locks of our 
hair grow. This is as bind- 
ing as refraining from the use 
of the fruit of the vine. 

Paul tells us that we are 
not under the law but under 
grace. (Rom. 6:14.) We find 
in John 8:36 that “Ifthe Son 
therefore shall make you free 
ye shall be free indeed.” 
Paul tells us in Gal. 5:1 to 
“stand fast in the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made 
us free, and be not entangled 
again with the yoke of bond- 
age.” We find in Lev. Il: 7 
“And the swine, though he 
divide the hoof, and be clov- 
en footed, yet he cheweth 
not the cud; he is unclean to 
you. Of their flesh shall ye 
not eat, and their carcass shall 
ye not touch; they are un- 
cleanto you. * * * And all 
that have not fins and _ scales 
in the seas, and in the rivers, 
of all that move in the waters, 
* * * they shall be an abom- 
ination unto you,” But Paul 
tells us that, ‘Now the 
Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spir- 
its, and doctrines of devils; 
speaking lies in hypocrisy; 
having their consience seared 
with a hot iron; forbidding to 
marry, and commanding to 
abstain from meats, which 
God hath created to be re- 
ceived with thanksgiving of 
them which believe and 
know the truth. For every 
creature of God is good, and 
nothing to be refused, if it be 
received with thanksgiving: 
For it is sanctifield by the 
word of God and prayer. If 
thou put the brethren in re- 
membrance of these things, 
thou shalt be a good minister 
of Jesus Christ, nourished up 


tained.” (1 Tim. 4:1-6.) Je- 
sus tells us that, “The law 
and the prophets were until 
John: since that time the 
kingdom of God is preached, 
and every man presseth into 
it. (Luke 16:16.) 

We are living under the 
administration of Jesus of 
whom Moses spoke. The 
record shows that Jesus “took

kingdom of God.” (Mark 14:- 
23:25.) So itis clear that it 
means nothing more than the 
sweet grape juice which is 
the fruit of the vine. A simi- 
lar description is given by 
Matthew who says, ‘For this 
is my blood of the new testa- 
ment, which is shed for many 
for the remission of sins, But 
I say unto you, I will not 
drink henceforth of this fruit 
of the vine, until that day 
when I drink it new with 
you in my Father’s kingdom.” 
(Math. 26:27-29.) 

The water does not re- 
semble the cup at all. He 
does not say anything about 
water in this connection. 
Jesus represents Himself as 
being the vine at John 15, 
and says, “I am the vine, ye 
are the branches.”’ We get 
our life from the vine which 
is Jesus, and He said He 
would not drink of that fruit 
of the vine until He could 
drink it new with them in His 
Father’s kingdom. I don’t 
see where people can get 
water in it at all. 

Now if we drink of the 
fruit of the vine will we not 
have to take the fruit (grapes) 
an'‘dpress the'juicelout of them 
before we can drink it? If 
Jesus had meant for us to 
drink water to represent His 
shed blood that was shed for 
us He would have said water 
and not the “fruit of the 
vine.” 

Hosea tells that, ‘“‘My peo- 
ple are destroyed for lack of 
knowledge: because thou 
hast rejected knowledge, | 
will also reject thee, that thou 
shalt be no priest to me: seeing 
thou hast forgotten the law of 
thy God, I will also forget 
thy children.” (Hosea 4:6.) 

We want to be sure that 
we are right, for you know 
some one will follow us and 
we want to lead them right.
